Most sopho- 
mores were overjoyed at the prospect of 
one extra hour for a Saturday night date. 
However, on April 6. three days alter the 
return of students to campus after the 
suring holidavs, a memorandum was issued 
from the Office of the Dean of Students 
interpreting the announcement. It was in- 
terpreted to mean second semester sopho- 
mores with an overall "C" average at the 
end of the first semester of this year, no 
failure last semester, no deficiency (F) 
on this mid-semester report and that 
she be currently under no penalty from 
the Joint Council or the Student Council. 
According to page eighty-one of the Hand- 
book, and page sixty-seven of the cata- 
logue, a second semester sophomore in pood 
standing must have forty-three semester 
hours of credit. 

Why was this announcement not 
issued until the day before the first chance 
sophomores would have to enjoy their new 
privilege? It certainly would have been 
just as easy to fully define the limits of the 
privilege when it was first announced and 
then to send out a 



after spring vacation merely as a reminder. 

This would have left no one in doubt and 
would not have built up the hopes of those 
who were, by this memorandum, denied 
the privilege. 

Furthermore, if such a privilege be 
given, why should it be given so sparingly? 
It is understandable that in order to be a 
privilege restrictions must be placed on it 
and the requirement that a student be a 
second semester sopomore in good standing 
is within reason. However, it seems almost 
picayune to slice so thinly the privilege. 

Aside from criticism of methods, the 
fruiting of this privilege, grace minutes 
and the recent alxilition, though perhaps 
temporary, of freshman light restrictions 
are basically steps in the right direction. 
We are no longer the over-protected young 
ladies of the ante bellum era of the South. 
At home, few parents of nineteen and 
twenty year-old girls require them to be 
home at midnight on a Saturday night. It 
is understandable that freshmen away 
from home for the first time must be 
under certain restrictions in order to teach 
them restraint in their freedom. However,- 
sophomores and juniors are more mature 
than are freshmen and this should lie rec- 
ognized. Perhaps this step, while not cre- 
ating a precedent per se, will lead to fur- 
their revisions and modernizations of the 
privileges and restrictions on the student

With such a SHORT recess from the 
daily class routine — four days — it seems 
as if the college could afford to dismiss 
classes for Good Friday, and Saturday, 
to permit those who could to be at home 
with their families or to visit friends 

True, in past year this religious season 
has been observed earlier in the year 
which facilitated its combination with a 
spring break. No doubt the break this 
year was planned with the students in 
mind since it followed mid-semester tests 
and termpapers. but its length permitted 
little time for actual revitalization. Why 
does a complete week at home seem to 



terrify all concerned? This would at least 
transform our "break" into something 
comparable to other colleges' spring "va- 
cations."

This would allow two complete 
weekends away, but would entail absence 
from classes only two more days. Leaving 
in the middle of one week and coming back 
in the middle of another seems somwhat 
of a middle-of-the-road policy. It is doubt- 
ful that any student would begrudge two 
extra days in June if she could look for- 
ward to a time of rest and relaxation in 
the spring. After all in the latter case she 
will have three months in which to become 
physically and mentally refreshed. This is 
hardly true in the earlier case.

Handsome parchments will at- 
test to the achievement of s de- 
gree of csholastic success for each 
of these seniors. 

I do not know, of course, the 
subject which Chancellor Grellet 
Collins Simpson will choose for 
his annual message which always 
brings fresh challenge to Mary 
Washington graduates.

Founding 
Fathers, then drafting the Consti- 
tution of the United States, Dr. 
Rush urged young women of 1787 
to "acquire an acquaintance with 
geography and some instruction in 
chronology . . . ( to » enable a 
young lady to read history, bio- 
graphy and '.ravels with advan- 
tage ... and thereby qualify her 
... for a general intercourse w ith 
the world". 

M'jry Wallstonecraft. the young 
English wcm-in whose !ib;ral 
ideas in the late eighteenth cen- 
tury caused her to become the 
subject of much controversy, 
plead for a freedom which young 
women have only recentlv been 
able to enjoy.

Students, Head Residents Evaluate 
Work on Pre-school Conference 



All SGA officers, class officers, 
freshman counsellors, and head 
residents attended the Pre-school 
Conference Follow-L p in Ann Car- 
ter Lee on March 21. The pur- 
pose of this conference was to dis- 
cuss and evaluate the accomplish- 
ments of the Pre-School Con- 
ference as was explained by 
Carolyn Copple in the opening gen- 
eral session. 

Those attending the general ses- 
sion were divided into five dis- 
cussion groups and each group 
was given several questions <o re- 
view. All of the groups were 
asked for suggestions for next 
year's Pre-Sc'.iool Conference. 

Carol Brown was the leader of 
the group of class officers. The 
group discussed the effectiveness 
of the class officers' guide and 
the projects carried out by the 
classes during the year. The group 
decided that the class officers' 
guide is a definite help for newly 
elected officers, but that it might 
be more useful if there were a 
separate guide for each class. 
They suggested that the guide be 
made with a hard cover. The 
group suggested that the newly 
elected freshman class officers 
be invited to attend Pre-School 
Conference. 

The class officers reported on 
the projects for each class. The 
senior class held a bridge benefit 
and is selling hot dogs, while the 
junior class has sold matchbooks, 
held a fashion show, and sched- 
uled special buses to U. Va. They 
also have planned a bridge bene- 
fit. Pencils and doughnuts were 
sold by the sophomore class and 
they have planned Co-ed Day. 
Counsellors Report 

The freshman counsilors with 
their leader, Patsy Ballou, dis- 
cussed the number and appoint- 
ment of the freshman counsellors. 
The group thought that the num- 
ber of counsellors is adequate 
in freshman dormitories but in- 
adequate for freshmen in other 
dormitories. It was suggested that 
there be at least one counsellor in 
each dormitory where there is 
only a small number of freshmen. 
They agreed that the position of 
freshman counsellor should be 
given on a voiun/.ary basis or on 
the recommendation of a head 
resident or faculty advisor. 



The group discussed the infor- 
mal seminars held in the dormi- 
tories. They found that the semi- 
nars were successful although the 
attendance was small. The group 
also suggested that handbook and 
honor code counsellors be more 
thoroughly screened and thai they 
attend the conference. 

The third group. led by Leona 
Ellis, discussed the role of the 
campus newspaper and the effec- 
tiveness of the Judicial Branch of 
SGA. The group felt that the 
newspaper is of great importance 
to the campus. M main purpose 
should be to stimulate the interest 
of the student body and to give 
complete and accurate informa- 
tion on all student activities. They 
thoug/it that the newspaper need- 
ed more human interest stories 
and suggested that each dorm 
have a newspaper representative. 

The members of the group felt 
that the Judicial Branch of SGA 
represents adequately the stu- 
dent body. It has acted as a coun-

It was suggested that .he Honor 
Council President attend the le- 
gislative SGA meetings and that 
the Honor Council should be en- 
larged to include an additional 
member from each class. The 
group thought that hall chairmen 
should be called halt representa- 
tives and that they should be 
given more responsibility. 

Linkey Booth led the fourth 
group. The merruers discussed 
the accomplishments of Student 
Council in the areas of publicity, 
scholastic aims, student welfare, 
and actualization of old and new 
ideas and projects, and the auto- 
matic punishment system. 

Suggestions were made by the 
group for betier publicity. Student 
Council should ^ ress that it is the 
responsibility of each student to 
read the bulletin boards. There 
should be a certain time each day 
for announcements in the dormi- 
tories. Posters on dormitory bul- 
letin boards should be limited to 
a certain size. 

Major Evaluation Night was 
one of the important scholastic 
achievements of Student Coun- 
cil. The group thought that the 
program should be expanded 
and that a report of the evaluation 
of each department would be a 
good idea. Also, the group felt 
that the seminar program should 
be expanded. To aid student wel- 
fare, the group suggested 
that each dormitory have a wel- 
fare chairman to take care of 
broken washers, to get needed 
mirrors, etc. 

SGA Projects 

Several projects have been car- 
ried out during the year by Stu- 
dent Council. The freshman lights- 
out restriction was removed. The 
grace minutes system was 
approved and put into effect. NSA 
on campus has grown and become 
more active. Suggestions were 
made by the group for Student 
Council projects. Civil Defense 
on campus needs a follow-up. The 
student body needs more empha- 
sis on academic activities. Form- 
ing a debate club was suggested 



as well as trying' to get represen- 
tatives from Mary Washington on 
GE's College Bowl. The members 
suggested that next yetr's 
pie-school conference deal with 
concrete ideas rather than the ab- 
si.ract. 

Group five met with Adair Gar- 
ner and discussed election cam- 
paigns, grace minutes, and NSA. 
The group agreed that the over- 
all campaign was effective, but 
that it was drawn out over too 
long a period of time. Suggestions 
for next year's campaign were 
that the polls close earlier and 
that the buzi sessions be given 
more time. 

Grace Minutes 

The group did not think that 
grace minutes should be recom- 
mended for next year. Comments 
were that the system caused lax- 
ness and pampered the studerr s. 
It was suggested that automatic 
punishments might be more effec- 
tive. NSA has become more great- 
ly publicized and has expanded on 
campus this vear. It was sug- 
gested that the Bullet help NSA 
wKh publicity.
